1987 will be an important 
year for BUFORA and Ufology as 
a whole. 

For Ufology, it will be the 
fortieth anniversary of 
Kennith Arnold’s famous Cor 
infamous) sighting of nine 
discs in the Cascade mountain 
range, Washington State. 

June 24th 1947 is the date 
when Ufology hit the headlines 
in a really big way. We can 
thank the American press for 


for inventing the rather 
unfortuate term, ’’Flying 
Saucer*', which has been a bane 
of serious UFO research ever 
since. 

In those forty years there 
have been many changes in the 
theoretical and practical 
approaches to UFO research. In 
the fifties, the only theory 
that was popular was the 
Extra Terrestrial Hypothesis, 
and reports were ‘believed’ and 
taken at face value. Today new 
approaches are being adopted to 
try and look 'behind the 
eyes' of the witness. 
Psychology and Sociology are 
now the order of the day. Many 
short sighted reseachers reject 
this aspect, and stick to good 
old nuts and bolts and alien 
spacecraft. These alchemists of 
Ufology will never get to grips 
with the subject by stating 
what they chink UFOs actually 


are and then trying to 
prove it. I maintain that we 
should look at all Che 
evidence that has been 
collected over the years with a 
total open mind and then 
evaluate all the possible 
hypotheses that could account 


for aphenomena that has baffled 
mankind a lot longer than 1947. 

BUFORA will a]so be 
celebrating an anniversary. 
Twenty five years as an 
association, which is something 
to write home about. Some 
people have enjoyed discussing 
’the flagging fortunes' of 
BUFORA as if we were in 
competition we each other for 
members or magazine scoops and 
exclusives. This is a misguided 
attitude and is not what 
Ufology should be about. 
Co-operation and free open 
debate on case reports and 
theories is what UFO groups 
should be striving for.

THE CRACOE PHOTOGRAPHIC CASE 


Jenny Randles 

Jenny Randles, BlfFORA's Director of Investigatons, introduces 
this interesting case, which may, with further investigation, 
prove to have a mundane explanation. 


In March 1982 an off duty 
police officer saw a strange 
glow astride a cliff face at 
Cracoe Fell, North Yorkshire» 
Tt was broad daylight and the 
glow was neither seen to 
arrive or fly. However, as the 
area was one well noted for 
UFO sightings and the police 
officer believed in the 
presence of a UFO base in the 
area, took the glow very 
seriously, and photgraphed it 
several times. It appears on 
film as patches of light in a 
rough formation. 

In August 1983, at the time 
of the BUFORA Congress at High 
Wycombe, the group YUFOS 
(Yorkshire UFO Society) 
released the story to the 
National Press. It is not 
clear why they held on to it 
for so long, as the officer 
concerned was a member of the 
group. In their magazine QUEST 
they have since referred to 
this as a classic case which 


is of a genuine unknown, and 
using superlatives in 
discribing its status. It 
features prominently in all 
their public presentations, 
and they consider two

some time yet. BUFORA's 


Director of Investigations 
requested Nigel Mortimer AI, to 
investigate the cutting. He did 
so, along with WYUFORG (West 
Yorkshire UFO Research Group), 
who are an associate member of 
BUFORA. 

The item refered to a farmer 
who claimed that he was an eye 
witness to the events that were 
photgraphed. He vjas certain 
there was a natural explanation 
for the phenomenon in terms of 
light reflecting from the cliff 
face. He had seen it before and 
since, it was alleged. It would 
be possible for WYUFORG to 
photograph the same thing given 
the necessary conditions. 

For a number of reasons, this 
information was not published 
by either WYUFORG, Nigel 
Mortimer or BUFORA (although a 
brief comment to the above 
effect was included in 
WYUFORG's a f £iIla ted Nor the r n 
UFO News at the time - Sept/Oct 
1983 issue). The primary reason 
was to allow YUFOS time to 
investigate the case, and 
produce these conclusions 
themeselves. They had access to 
the photographs, BUFORA did 
not. However, YUFOS have conti¬ 
nued to refrain from mentioning 
this negative testamony and 
indorse the importance of the 
case. 

Whilst there may well be 
reasons why the farmer is 
incorrect and YUFOS are right 
to hold the photographs In high 
esteem, it is considered 
contrary to serious UFO 
research that this side of the 
story is only known to the few. 
WYUFORG, therefore, decided to 
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produce a report on their own 
investigations. Unhappily 

YUF03 were not willing to 
support them in this, 
according to Nigel Mortimer. 
He was, in fact denied a copy 
of the YUFOS official report 
on the case - even though 
YUFOS were advertising it for 
open sale in their magazine 
QUEST. 

The reason cited was that 
the report was only avaliable 
to bona fide, serious 
researchers, which the BUFORA 
AI was apparently not 
considered to be. YUFOS are, 
of course, quite entitled to 
refuse to sell their report to 
Nigel Mortimer. However, He 
succeeded in obtaining a copy 
by another route - by ashing a 
member of the general public 
to send for it on his behalf. 

In the July/August 1986 
issue of QUEST, YUFOS (without 
warning) advised that they 
were about to publish in their 
next issue a devastating 
expose of a BUFORA 

investigator (which turned out 
to be Nigel Mortimer, although 
this was not stated) and the 
credibility of BUFORA itself. 
No justification of this was 
offered and as of this date 
(2nd December 1986), the 
September/October issue of 
QUEST has not yet appeared. 
Nor, it must be said, has any 
BUFORA officer or council 
member been advised by anyone 
at YUFOS about the nature of 
the supposed complaints. We 
are left to draw inferences. 

At a special meeting on 9th 
November 1986, WYUFORG and 
Nigel Mortimer drew up the 
following statement in 

anticipation of what YUFOS 
evidently intend to say. They 
asked BUFORA to publish it, 
owing to their affiliated 
status. At a BUFORA council 
meeting on 4th October 1986, 


the issue V7as discussed and 
full supporr, based on the 
details known at the rime, was 
offered to WYUFORG. BUFORA, as 
of this date has seen no 
evidence whatsoever of anvthing 
other than good investigation 
and concern that the true 
nature of a genuinely 
interesting case can be fully 
explored. We support the right 
to make reasoned open comment 
on any UFO sighting, be it 
investigated by BUFORA or 
anyone else. To do anything 
else - In the opinion of BUFORA 
- is contrary to the interests 
of serious UFO research. 

BUFORA has no quarrel with 
anyone over this matter 
although council do feel YUFOS 
ought to have conveyed their 
complaints officially before 
making statements in QUEST. No 
personal attacks or doubts 
appertaining to credability or 
competance are being implied. 
We are merely in support of the 
right of any individual or 
group to bring to public 
attention facts about a case it 
beleives to be necessary to a 
full evaluation of that case. 

WYUFORG STATEMENT 

Our intention is solely to 
continue a line of research 
commenced by N Mortimer in 1983 
into a case still classified as 
unknown. We wish to bring to 
everyones attention (and will 
do so via our report when 
published), the evidence given 
by a prime witness to the event 
which has hitherto been unpub¬ 
lished anywhere. We wish to 
cast no aspersions on the abil¬ 
ities of the investigatory body 
of YUFOS. Nor to 'steal' their 
case. But we do intend to exer¬ 
cise our right to comment on 
any UFO report, publish any in¬ 
formation we obtain on that 
case and offer full right of 
reply.

RESEARCH GRANTS 
S J G amb1e 

BUFORA’s Director of Research expands on his plans for the 
research department^ and invites applications for funding to 
assist in setting up and operating viable research projects into 
the UFO enigma. 


As stated in an early 
Bulletin (1), part of my plans 
for future research within 
BUFORA include the provision 
of grants towards the costs of 
members research projects. 

Unfortunately, with the 
present financial situation an 
organisation such as BUFORA 
has very little money which it 
can devote to this kind of 
activity. However, over the 
past year, we have been able 
to make three small grants 
towards projects. Two have 
been made towards the computer 
index of case reports, one for 
software C computer programs) 
and the other for sundry 
materials. The third grant has 
been made for a control study 
of Keul‘s anamnesis technique. 
We are more likely to he able 
to be able to support projects 
which only require a small 
amount of funding. However, 
There is nothing to stop a 
researcher initially asking 
for a small amount of 
assistance and then asking for 
further help at a later stage. 

In addition to financial 
help, BUFORA may be able to 
help in other ways, such as 
making other resources 
avaliable or by placing a 
member in touch with other 
members who might be able to 
help. An example of the other 
help we could offer would be 
that if you wanted to research 
cases in a given area, we 
could extract a list of these 
from the computer index. 

Each request for help needs 
to be refered to Council with 


my recommendation. This would 
normally be at the next 
avaliable meeting. Applicants 
should write to me at the 
Research Headquar ters 
describing the proposed project 
in as much detail as possible. 
This should include the name(s) 
of the principle researcher{s) 
and any other people involved, 
the objective of the project, 
the duration, the exact support 
and as much background 
information as possible. Due to 
our limited budget it may not 
be possible to support all 
projects or to give the full 
amount requested. 

Whilst we.may wish to attach 
other conditions on any 
particular grant, we would 
normally ask for the following: 

1, That we receive regular 
progress reports ' on any 
project, at least at a 
frequency agreed with me at the 
start. 

2, We have the option of 
publishing a full account of 
the results of any project we 
support, whilst not preventing 
publication elsewhere. 

3, Publication of the results 
of a project supported by a 
grant form BUFORA in any 
publication should acknowledge 
this fact. 

A BUFORA is given full access 
to all the results and other 
relevant information of any 
supported project.

BUFORA AT HADLEIGH WOMEN’S INSTITUTE. Mike Wootten 


BUFORA was very fortuate to be invited by Uadleigh, Essex, 
Womans Institute to give them an introductory lecture on UFOs. 

So Leslie Duncan (East Region Probationary AI based in 
Basildon) and I were dispatched, equiped BUFORA's new projector 
and a set of slides kindly loaned to us by Bob Digby, 

On arrival, we were welcomed by 20 or so members* I opened up 
the meeting by asking who was sceptical about the existance of 
UFOs, Only three put their hands up. I thought to myself that it 
shouldn't be to hard a night after all! We was able to skim the 
surface of the subject, outlining the history, discribing 
classic close enclounter cases, mis identifications and hoaxes, 
current theoretical thinking etc. We were allotted 43 minutes, 
but end up talking for two hours! In conclusion I asked the same 
question as asked in the introduction, only one person put her 
hand up. Not bad going* We were to sell quite a few Bulletins as 
well. So, an enjoyable evening was had by all* 
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THE COUNSELLING ASPECT OF INVESTIGATION.

It has not escaped the 
attention of investigators of 
paranormal phenomena, that 
when carrying out a field 
investigation, it is not 
merely a case of taking down 
some notes, and doing some 
measurements, but also 

involves a certain amount of 
counselling with the witness. 
As most authorities to whom 
witnesses first make their 
report do not, in general, 
offer any form of counselling 
whatsoever, and that talking 
to neighbours - or worse - the 
press, will be of no 
psychotheraputic help to 
either the field investigator 
or the private group, who 
eventually visits the alledged 
witness, The investigator 
automatically has to take 
(consciously or unconsciously) 
the counseller and helper 
role. In other words he has to 
to listen to what has 
happened, what role it played 
In the overall life context of 
the witness and his/her family 
and other factors pertinent to 
the witnesses social dynamics. 
More often than not, the 
investigator arrives at a time 
when he is able to calm down a 
disturbed and helpless person, 
who is 1ooking for meaning 
behind the experience, and 
thinking about it over and 
over again. 

What I am about to suggest 
is nothing new or spectacular, 
but certainly makes a 
difference when compared to 
natural scientific attitudes 
to research. In the event of 
your investigating a sighting 
where emotional problems have 
been created, or have expessed 
themselves by a strange 
experience of v;hat is 
generally labelled 

'paranormal' in Western 


society, try to do a good 
investigation by taking down 
the persons life history (eg 
using the 'Witness Anamnesis', 
developed by Seymour, Phillips, 
Keul and Fischer, 1985); But 
do not forget that you are NOT 
examining a piece of film or a 
broken down car, but a human 
being who has a right to 
receive counselling, if only in 
a self help group style. If you 
cannot understand the problems 
the witness is telling you, or 
that the emotional pressure 
created by the case is too much 
for you to bear personally, 
seek the help of a more 
experienced Investigator or 
even better - ring up a person 
who has undergone a similar 
event and has coped with the 
factor involved (remember to 
consider anonimity a first 
priority Ed.), 

Some investigators might cry 
out: "'This sort of activity 

will influence the original 
account!". But I think that 
after having taken down the 
case details and details about 
the witness and his/her life 
history, this should not create 
a problem. We have no right to 
isolate or seperate our 
informant just because this 
might be emotionally adversive 
for the investigator. Rather, 
we must let the witnesses in 
your area 'network' sharing 
their experiences, coping with 
strategies and insights that 
ultimately were of help in 
intergrating their perceptions 
psychically. 

Merely doing a 'clean'* cold 
study and letting the witness 
feel that he/she is most 
interesting, but the on!y 
living creature on earth with 
such an experience, is not 
being scientifically- minded, 
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Continued 


but acting in an absurd and 
sadistic way towards the 
witness . Therefore, in a 
decade where neighbourhood 
help, social support networks 
and the like, mushroom “ think 
and behave in a modern way» 


MOTE 

BUFORA policy is that an 
investigator should NOT become 
involved in counselling 

activities, but may of course 
suggest a witness consults 
is/her doctor, priest or 
otherprofessional adviser in 
appropriate cases» Ed» 

I would be very interested 
to hear from any investigaor 
or researcher who has any 
views on this delicate side of 
investigation work. Ed

THE MYSTERY OR THE CIRCLES Part 1 
Paul Fuller, 

This paper is published in two parts. Here Paul describes the 
events that took place at Winchester, Hants in the summer of 
1986s snd the build up of media interest in the affair. Part two 
will review the BUPORA special meeting held in London on Monday 
14th July 1986, and includes important correspondence, maps and 
photographs. 


Sunday, 6th July 1986 must 
go down as one of the most 
exciting days of my life. It 
was the day the circles 
arrived - only three miles 
from my own doorstep - and as 
the ’Southern Evening Echo’ 
reported, they were ’^right on 
time". 

It all began the previous 
evening, when a friend 
casually remarked ”0h, did you 
know that the circles have 
appeared again? they were on 
TV”, Well, actually, I didn't. 
Where were they this year? Wot 
Gheesefoot Head again! In 
fact, it turned out that this 
year’s circles were prehaps a 
little disappointing after the 
excesses of 1985. Where were 
the sets of five, arranged in 
perfect geometrical fashion? 
Why only one circle this year? 
However, any disappointment 
was soon forgotten on Sunday 
morning when I rang Patrick 
(’Pat') Delgado, the retired 
design engineer fron nearby 
Alresford, who had been 
studying the circles for 
several years. He told me an 
incredible story. 

Like BUFORA, Pat expected 
circles to appear this summer, 
since formations had been 
reported in each of the 
proceeding six years. During 
four of those years, circles 
had appeared either in 
Gheesefoot Head punchbowl, or 
on nearby land, Consequently » 
every morning for nearly four 
weeks, Pat and a friend Don 
Tuersley had parked at a small 


layby at the top of the 
punchbowl next to the A272, 
waiting from 2am to sunrise, 
waiting for the inexplicable to 
happen. On friday, 4th July, 
the punchbowl was untouched; 
just a great expanse of green 
spring wheat flanked by a major 
road on one side and wooded 
slopes on two others. 

No signs of extra 
terrestrials 'day tripping'! 

Friday night was typical 
British weather. It rained 
constantly. With no moon or 
artificial lighting, the 
punchbowl was pitch dark. Pat 
and Don waited in the layby 
with a pair of binoculars, 
constantly searching for 
something, anything that might 
indicate the sudden arrival of 
a new circle. Unfortunately, 
despite their wait, at the 
first signs of dawn it was Pat 
who first noticed the circle, 
precisely cut and set right in 
the middle of the■ punchbowl 
about four hundred feet from 
the southeastern edge of the 
field. Unlike all the previous 
reported circles, this one had 
a distictive outer ring, some 
four feet across, the inner 
ring was about 68 feet across 
and soperated from the outer 
ring by about five feet of 
(untouched) standing wheat. 

Once again, there were no 
suspicious markings in the 
circle that might have 
indicated a hoax. The wheat 
itself was simply laid flat in 
a swirled pattern, none of the 
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stems were broken or removed 
from the ground. All the heads 
were fully intact. There was 
no hole near the centre of the 
circle to indicate that a pole 
had been pushed into the soil 
and a chain used to flatten 
the wheat. No footprints were 
found at the site, although it 
would have been possible to 
reach the circle by walking 
down the tramlines. Non of the 
surrounding wheat displayed 
signs of interference, and yet 
anyone walking through a 
satuarated wheat field would 
have been certain to leave a 
tell tale track. 

However, what was 
significant about this 
particular circle - unlike all 
it’s predecessors - was the 
direction in which the wheat 
had been laid down. Previous 
circles were thought to 
consist entirely of clockwise 
swirl patterns, with the swirl 
centre often slightly 
displaced from the geometical 
centre. This circle displayed 
both clockwise and 
anticlockwise patterns, with 
the inner sixty feet made up 
of a clockwise swirl, and the 
outer eight feet and ring 
consisting of an anticlockwise 
pattern. What force could 
produce a pattern as complex 
as this without drawing 
attention to itself? 

Within hours of its 
appearance, 'Daily Express' 
photographer, Chris Wood was 
at the scene, taking precise 
measurements and closeup 
photographs to add to his 
growing collection of circles 
data. It was Chris Wood who 
had donated to BUFORA the 
photographs that appear in 
’Mystery of the Circles’; the 
culmination of five years 
investigation began by Terry 
Ghivers and Ian Hrzyglod back 
in 19B1. The report itself was 
prepared during January and 


February, in anticipation of 
another season of mvsiiery 
circles and media speculation. 
My own involvement began during 
October 1985, when Pat Delgado 
invited me to attend an open 
meeting to discuss the circles. 
Little did I know that this 
meeting was the start of the 
most exciting and important 
work BUFORA has been involved 
with for years, and that 

it would culminate in national 
publicity, radio and TV 
interviews and a mad rush to 
London to tell the world what I 
knew about circles! 

My first job after contacting 
Pat was to tell Jenny Randles - 
BUFORA’s Director of 

Investigations - about the 
appearence of the new 

formation. To launch 'Mystery 
of the Circles' we had to 
arrange a public meeting within 
ten days, invite acknowledged 
experts to discuss their 
findings and deal with all the 
attended publicity. The first 
thing we had to do was find a 
venue! This was arranged by 
Arnold West on Wednesday, 
Council member Hike Wootten was 
put in charge of the video 
presentation and slide show. In 
addition Mike also wrote a 
press release and personally 
took it to every Fleet Street 
newspaper on Tuesday. Jenny 
Randles contacted Dr Terence 
Meaden, editor of the 'Journal 
of Meteorlogy', to let him know 
about the new circle formation. 
Having worked with BUFORA in 
the past, Terence Meaden soon 
rang me to confirm the 
measurements and appearance of 
the new circle. That afternoon, 
we both visited Cheesefoot Head 
punchbowl and viewed the circle 
through my 60mm refractor* Next 
we clambered down the hil1 side 
to the edge of the field, and 
mindful of the reputation of 
the landowner Cmdr Bruce, we 
estimated measurements by 
lining up the tramlines with 
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the surrounding fence. It was 
important to do this before 
sight-seers visited the circle 
and damaged it, During the 
afternoon, scores of passers 
by stopped their cars and 
crossed the road to look down 
on the new circle; and a light 
aircraft flew overhead to take 
a closer look. Whatever caused 


these circles, they were 
certainly a fascination to the 
average man in the street. 

Terence and I left the 
punchbowl at about 5pm^ I 
returned home to report back 
to Jenny whilst terence left 
at 5,40pm after taking 
photographs from the 
northwestern edge of the 
wheatfield. At S^Ofpm 1 
returned to the punchbowl with 
three friends to show them the 
eigth wonder of the world, 
Emagine my surprise to

and ring had appeared nearer 
to the hill side - and 1 was 
the first to realise there 
were now two 1 

My first thought was to take 
photographs, despite the 
failing light, but 
unfortunately, I had used all 
my film up on the first circle 
that same afternoon {how often 
do UFO witnesses report this). 
However, this was one almighty 
coincidence, missing a circle 
by less than three hours, 
could it be that a practical 
joker was parked further up 
the road admiring his 
handiwork? But how could a 
hoaxer create a circle in 
broad daylight on a sunny 
Sunday afternoon next to a 
major road without alerting 
all the bystanders that were 
overlooking the field? Surely 
he would be noticed and the 
a1arm would be raised? 

Next It was back home to ring 


Jenny. What, another one? 
You're kidding. Are you sure 
there isn’t a car further up 
the road? Then Terence was on 
the line. What pattern is it? 
How large? Are you sure you're 
eyes aren't deceiving you? Now 
I know what its like to be 
quizzed by 'investigators’!). 
Then I rang Pat Delgado, What, 
another circle? In the same 


field? I'll be there 
minutes 1 

in 

five 

I took ray friends 

back 

to 


watch the punchbowl in case any 
further circles appeared. 
During the next 90 minutes 
nearly wo dozen cars stopped in 
the layby to disgorge circles 
enthusiasts, members of SIGAP 
and ordinary members of the 
public. How news travels fast. 
By the time I got home that 
night, I'd visited Cheesefoot 
head four times, spent over two 
hours making long distant phone 
calls, and had more excitment 
than Winchester normally 
produces in a month of Sundays.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS

Before going on to discuss 
tKe various theories put 
forward by investigators, who 
investigate what is called 
’’The flying saucer 
phenomemorL", two questions 
will be asked and answered, 
these are as follows: 


1) . Is anything strange 
going on? 

2) , Is there any evidence to 
show that something strange is 
going on? 

Going on to answer the 
former, the answer is 'yes'. 
Going to answer the latter the 
answer is also ’yes'. As far 
as solid evidence is concerned 
there is none, the reason 
being that most people in 
society are a disbelieving 
lot. When one looks at this it 
is understandable, but dispite 
that there is a lot of 
evidence which comes in the 
form of photographs and radar 
sightings, 

Going on to discuss the 
various theories, these 
theories are as follows: 


1) . The experience that the 
person/s had, originated in 
the mind of the person/s 
concerned. 

2) , The objects that are 
seen are man-made. 


3)* The objects and their 
occupants come from outer 
space, 


4). The objects and their 
occupants come from another 
dimension. 


The first three 
will be discussed 
article. the last 


theories 
in this 
will be 


discussed in another article. 
Going onto the first one. This 
theory is favoured by the 
psychologists. The theory works 
on the principle that if you 
want to see a spacecraft and 
it’s occupants, you will. After 
close examination of contact 
reports, it was found that some 
of the beings that were seen, 
resembled human foetuses at 
birth. This is true when you 
look, at the types that are 
seen, which are as follows; 

1) . Human 

2) , Humanoid 

3) . Animal 

4) . Robot 

5) . Exotic (reptile like) 

Now psychologists think that 
when the person/s see these 
beings that resemble foetuses, 
the person/s are reliving their 
pre birth trauma personally I 
support this theory.

PHILLIP TAYLOR ON LBC 
Hike Wootten, 

London independant radio listeners were given the chance to 
air their views on the subect of UFOs on 19th August 1986. 
Phillip Taylor (Regional Investigation Co-ordinator for Kent and 
Sussex) was in the hot seat. 


Pete Hurrey, disc jockey of 
old put the question at the 
beginning of the hour long 
phone-in programme, "Are UFO 
believers giving us a warning 
about the presence of aliens 
from another Galaxy^ or do 
they merely have a vivid 
imagination'’. Hard hitting 
stuff, and typical of the 
media attitude to the UFO 
phenomenon. 

Phillip Taylor was asked 
about the activities of BUFORA 
and it's historical 
background, and why did a 
’^level headed lecturer in 
computor software at a College 
of Technology become involved 
in, ha ha* UFOs", Phil was 
able to explain that there is 
nothing very unusual in 
investigating UFO reports, 
Pete Hurrey then asked whether 
Phil had come in contact with 
'little gren men'. This was 
also a typical flippant 
question and Phil laughed it 
off quite easily and 
highlighted details of an 
alleged contact case that he 
had dealt with and was not 
impressed with at all. 
Phillip* being a healthily 
sceptical researcher made a 
very good point that claims of 
sightings of ’extra 
terrestrials' had generally 
the same scenario reported, 
but when the specifics of the 
case were looked at 
more closely, no single 
description of an 'alien' 
would mirror another. 

Claims of International 
'cover ups' were discussed. 
Phil stated that he did not 


accept the claims of any kind 
of cover up. The possibility 
that hoaxes do occur were 
discussed, but on the whole, 
they were considered to be a 
rarity, 

The Callers 

Ted in Mitcham told us that 
he had gone to a lecture given 
by Hike Quinsey on the ’Astar 
Galactic Command' and 
’Glacticom' who have, "Twenty 
mile across space ships and are 
waiting to save the inhabitants 
of earth when the big war start 
and Jesus is their leader (of 
course, silly me), Phil had not 
heard of Mike Quinsey C and 
neither have I). Leaving the 
main thread of the programme 
for a moment, I seem to 
remember back in 1978 that 
there was an incident where 
’News at Ten' was interupted in 
the South of England by 
'Gillon' of the 'Astar Galactic 
Command’ who wanted to spread 
peace and wisdom around the 
world and at the time the 
Aetherius Society were claiming 
that It was to be the ’first of 
many interuptions by ’them''. 
It was proved later to be a 
hoax, I am woundering if there 
is a connection between Mike 
Quinsey and the 1978 hoax. If 
any reader knows of either Hike 
Quinsey or the mysterious 
'Gillon' and the gang at the 
'Astar Galactic Command’, then 
please let me know. 

Getting back to the callers. 
Ivy of Norbury asked whether 
phil believed that UFOs had any 
connection with the Bible, Ivy 
carried on to say that she 
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that Adam and Eve were space 
people, and that was how we 
got here, on earth (she's 
obviously never heard of 
Darwin). Phil said tht he did 
not consider there to be any 
obvious connection with the 
Bible and UFOs, quite rightly 
too! 

Pete Hurrey asked Phil his 
views on Von Daniken. Phil, 
true to form, dismissed the 
claims of this rather 
colourful writer. Poor old 
Pete Murrey was not getting 
any ^way-out^ views from Phil, 
that came from another source. 

Paul in Sidcup came up with 
the same old argument that if 
we have advanced in powered 
flight in fifty years (eighty 
would be more like it), then 
an older civilisation would 
have the means to travel the 
stars. Phil stated that, ’"Yes, 
this is all very true, but 
there is no concrete evidence 
to say that they have come 
here. 'I could not have 
answered that better myself. 

Pete went on to the question 
of mystery corn circles. Phil 
explained that the circles 
patterns change every year, 
so, this points to the fact 
that they are indeed probable 
hoaxes. 

Yhe highlight of the debate 
had to to be when Rex Dutta, 
editor of Viewpoit Aquarius, 
spoke at some length about the 
circles mystery, Rex dismissed 
all the mundane explanations, 
including the hoax theory. He 
claimed that they had 
experimented using a chain and 
spring balance, and found that 
by moving 12 inches, an 
indication of twenty pounds 
was registered. He V7ent on to 
say that it was calculated by 
them that it would need a 
force of ninety pounds to 
produce a circle. These 


figures quoted by Rex Dutta are 
the exact figures quoted in 
BUFORA's own difinative report 
on the circles mystery, with 
the figures calculated by Fat 
Delgado. 

So according to Mr Dutta all 
the mundane explanations are 
ruled out, so what's left? 
Well, he claims that where 
previous circles have appeared 
in previous years, the corn 
grows lusher (laboratory tests 
showed that there were no 
chemical changes in the ground 
where circles have appeared). 
"Infrared photography has 
proved that 'Occult Heat' was 
used in the production 
process". Yet another 
unsubstanciated claim by Mr 
Dutta. Phillip asked why there 
is such a diversity in circle 
patterns over the years, 
according to Dutta it is all to 
do with telepathic symbolism. 
"They talk to us in mathamatics 
and symbols, circles being one 
of them". Although Rex argued 
that the hoax theory was not 
valid, he still said that some 
circles were hoaxes because 
they did not fit into his 
telepathic symbolic patterns. 
Phil’s best comment to Rex was, 
"I find the symbology very 
difficult to understand. It 
seem you can interpret almost 
any formation as having some 
message". Rex replied, "Yes, I

Local villagers were startled 
by bright lights in the sky, 
and a local farmer reported 
that there were large circular 
burn marks in his field and 
chat his cows had ceased 
producing milk for three days. 
This sounds like a very

(apparently a 'D notice' had 
been ordered on the event),

explaining that the well 
documented circles hoax that 
they perpitrated in 19S3 was 
only a bit of harmless fun.

THE WARMINSTER PHENOMENA: A RE-EVALUATION 
A R Terthis and Robert Moore 


Mr A R Terthis actively investigated UFO sighting reports for 
thirty years from the early 1950’s into the present decade, in 
the Somerset, Wiltshire and Avon areas» He has now retired from 
the area of Ufology in order to pursue other lines of research.

The following article is NOT a vilification of individuals or 
organisations. If they appear in less than favourable light then 
this is due to the events as they actually happend. It is 
possible that their motive changed with the course of the 
phenomena. Only they know the truth of the matter. What is 
contained herein is a cronicle of events as recorded by one who 
was there^ A succession of events which actually transpired to 
be rather different to what they had been purported to be. 


Introduction 

The following has 
been inspired by published 
works on Ufology 
which have re-examined current 
myths and legends, and 
presented them in different 
light (such as the ’Welsh 
Triangle/Dyfed Enigma" 
articles in THE UNEXPLAINED 
and COMMON GROUND (1)). 
Although some people were 
unhappy at having the 
trimmings removed from these 
stories, it is felt that this 
kind of approach is vital if 
Ufology is to gain any respect 
from scientific and other 
quarters. Warminster has been 
a constant thorn in the side 
of Ufologists based in the 
West Country and some aspects 
of certain events that took 
place there show that there is 
a vital need to re-examine its 
claim of being a 'UFO Mecca^. 
A fes tival he Id there some 
time ago shows very clearly 
what has happend, as well as 
the nature of the press' s 
reaction. It may have been 
good fun to some people, but 
who counts the cost of the 
damage domn to serious 
Ufology. 



a 'UFO centre’ or 'Ufocal’, the 
place to see UFOs flitting in 
the night sky, but bow is this 
jutified? Any group operating 
close to (and within) the 
’danger zone' often suffers the 
backlash from the more informed 
people in Ufology who quite 
naturally quesion any report 
emenating from the area. 
Unfortunately, this attitude 
rubs off onto ’genuine’ 
sightings, for Warminster does 
have ’real’ UFO sightings just 
like any other place in the 
United Kingdom. The ’pollution’ 
(from ,'true believers' etc) is 
a source of constant annoyance 
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and embarrassment. Sensible 
people were sent reeling at a 
festival , held there by those 
who insisted that Warminster 
was special because they had 
read books that said so! Not 
wanting to listen to those who 
had been skywatching there for 
years 5 they still believe that 
they would see something 
wonderful in the heavens above 
them 1 

Despite never having been 
there beforehand, and having 
no first hand knowledge of 
this pi ace,they were convinced 
that Warminster was important, 
with a capital So, after 
some heart searching, it has 
been decided to attempt to 
put the Warminster phenomena 
into perspective, and to set 
the record straight, even 
though there will probably be 
a strong reaction from certain 
sections of the ufological 
community towards the contents 
and aims (some will say 
sinister) of this article! 


The Birth of the Thing 

If the subject of UFOs is 
mentioned by he media, the 
town of Warminster is nearly 
always quoted. A UFO 
exhibition held at Melksham 
caused the remark from a radio 
Bristol presenter, "That’s 
near Warminster isn’t it?". 
Which as you can see, typifies 
the general atitude that 
Warminster and UFOs go hand in 
hand, well, in this part of 
the country at least. 

Why is this so? Why has 
Warmister been selected as the 
UFO town? Warminster is a 
pleasent little Wiltshire town 
with a population of 
approximately 15,500 people 
and covers an area of around 
500 or so acres. It has 
several small firms and 
industries with the usual 


retail and commercial facilit¬ 
ies. However, the biggest 
source of employment is the 
army, who's large encampment 
takes up a major portion of the 
view from Cradle Hill, The 
lights of the now famous tank 
hangers, illuminate the sky 
with their orange glowj making 
them the most noticable feature 
from the now legendary skywatch 
point. 

So what is so unusual about 
this place? Like all parts of 
England, it has its fair share 
of tales of witches, demons and 
ghosts. It is said that 
executed highwaymen were 
suspended in an iron framework, 
known as a Gibbet, or Cradle, 
as an example and warning to 
any local lads who might have 
got any funny ideas I Thus the 
origin of Cradle Hill, the 
mount where this grisly 
business took place. 

There is nothing v^hich 
distinguishes Warminster from 
any other town in Britain, 
except the Thing, The Thing is 
a cute name, coined from the 
phenomena which manifested 
on Christmas day, 1964 at 
Heytesbury, near Warminster. 
Early that morning, troops of 
the 1st Welsh regiment heard a 
thunder clapping noise. There 
was no sign of any damage, 
despite the sound being likened 
to, "A huge chimney stack being 
ripped from the rooftop, Chen 
scattered in solid chunk.s 
across the whole camp area"{2). 
Its cause was unknown. Sounds 
were also heard by locals, 
descriptions of which were 
varied. Some stated that this 
audial phenomena resembled a 
crackling sound. From then on, 
things (literally!) started to 
happen, Dhserval. i nns of aerial 
forms, sucli as discs, cigars 
and spheres cLc, were reported 
frequently In chc Uical paper 
The Warminster Journal, It was 
some nine montlis after the 
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first incident when the 
paper’s features editor, 
Arthur Shuttlewood, claimed 
that he had observed a large 
cigar shaped UFO over the 
town. Just prior to that, 
Gordon Faulkener presented his 
now well known photograph of a 
'daylight disc' that he had 
claimed to have taken on 
August 29th, 1965. 


Reports of flying shapes, 
weird noises and numerous 
photographs filled the 
Journal. All these events were 
later used in Hr Shuttlewood's 
book, The Warminster Hystery 
(Neville Spearman 1967). The 
information being gained via 
his role as reporter, checking 
on these observations and then 
writing them up in a way that 
attracted the eye of the 
buying public. Which is the 
business of a newspaper 
reporter. The Warminster 
Mystery sold well and wide. 
The legend of the Thing was 
thus born! 



Where Things Went Wrong 

Due to The Warminster Mystery 
and the Other books chat 
followed, the reputation of 
Warminster as a UFO hot spot 
was widely circulated, not only 
in the tfK, but across the 
world. People travelled from 
far and wide to this country 
town to see what was going on 
for themselves. In the late 
1960's, the crowds were immense 
and on Bank Holidays tents 
littered the hillsides. The 
crowds, however, were tainted 
with the presence of the 
pseudo-religious, who were 
there to ’’spread the message”, 
and worship the celestial 
visitors,An interesting paradox 
was that if a tall man wearing 
anorak and balclava was seen 
walking down the street, he was 
just that, and nothing more. 
Place him on Cradle Hill and he 
became an alien! It is this 
syndrome which perverted many 
reports of mundane lights in 
the night sky (almost certainly 
aicraft, satellites and meteors 
etc), transforming them In to 
extra terrestrial scoutcraft 
and motherships. An example of 
this appeared in Shuttlewood’s 
fifth book, More UFOs Over 
Warminster (Barker, London, 
1979). Journalistic licence 
transformed a bright Light into 
a ’shallow silvery bowl', which 
is said Lo have shot from the 
top of the Copse towards a 
group of skywatchers, who were 
’’aghast” over the appearance 
of the celestial wounder!(3) It 
is true that a light passed 
over the Copse, but no way did 
it appear as a silvery bowl, 
neither did it approach the 
skywatchers. A reliable witness 
states that the light, prehaps 
from a plane, diminished in 
brightness while carring on 
it's flight overhead, now as a 
small pinpoint. Admittedly, the 
light was a little strange, but 
it did not exibit the features 
attributed to it by the book. 
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It cannot be denied that 
strange lights and objects 
were being reported. It is 
a fact that the Warminster 
police have several files of 
these witness reports- But 
were these proportionally 
larger than any other area, 
especially given that people^s 
attention were drawn to such 
matters? It is an interesting 
question and difficult to 
answer. The way in which these 
reports were published gave 
the impression that almost 
everyone was seeing UFOs and 
that everyone was diming a 
local hill at night, had a 
50/50 chance of observing one, 
given a clear sky! Wells 
chat's how the books and 
magazines read, anyway. 

The Warminster Mystery was a 
very ’good read’, full of 
witness reports and 
correspondance, breif 
narratives of 'astounding 
encounters', but, contains no 
on site investigations. It 
also suffers by being plagued 
by paranoic ’’cover up” 
material, some credited to Mr 
Gordon W. Creighton, now 
editor of Flying Saucer 
Review, who is said to have 
wrote, "You are being well and 
truely brainedwashed by 
powerful vested interests, 
for whom the situation now 
developing is very embarassing 
indeed.... the public here are 
being grossly hoodwinked, 
bamboozled, by authorities who 
know very well what is 
happening...." 

Many people were forming 
their own opinions on what 
they read and not the true 
facts, as these were virtually 
impossible to come by. The 
constant references to space 
ships made it all coo clear 
how Shuttlewood chose to see 
the phenomenon. The emphasis 
on aliens from outer space 
meant a loss of objectivity. 


All unidentified 1ights seen 
above Warminster were 
spaceships carrying intelligent 
occupants, thus people looked 
for spaceships and spacmen, 
especially Shuttlewood and his 
team, who mounted watches from 
the hilltops. The scene was 
set, the aliens moved in (or 
seemed to!) with dozens of 
reports of landings of flying 
saucers. It was firmly 
established what they were, the 
problem now was Co find out 
where they had come from. The 
skywatchers manned the vantage 
points on the hillsides 
awaiting the inevitable answer 
through contact. 


The Photographic Evidence 

At the end of the Warminster 
Mystery, Shuttlewood stated 
that the skywatching team, 
consisting of himself. Bob 
strong and Sybil Champion, had, 
at the close of 1966, logged 
972 UFOs, with almost 70 
photographs. As time went on, 
Che sightings increased, as 
did the photographs, the latter 
leaping into the hundreds, the 
majority being retained in Mr 
Strong's album: yet only a few 
’lies' type blobs found their 
way into Mr Shuttlewood’s 
booksj hardly convincing at 
that stage. Their credibility 
lessened when rumours spread 
that the published photographs 
were, in fact, no more than the 
dot that appears on a 
television screen when the set 
is switched offl 

The Shuttlewood skywatch 


team split up not long after 
the start of the Thing stories, 
and by all accounts the parting 
of the ways was somewhat less 
than amicable! It was this 
situation that was said to have 
lead Mr Strong to supply 
Shuttlewood with fake 
photographs for his books: the 
reason given was that the 
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praise and publicity was being 
lavished on the latter person. 
Meanwhile, detailed daylight 
pictures of discs in their fu- 
11 splendour allegedly remain 
in Mr Strong’s albums for 
selected eyes only. There is 
said to exist, some motion 
film of a disc buzsing a line 
of tanks during an army 
exercise and then shooting out 
of sight. This, according to 
speculation, is in Mr Strong's 
hands. A handful1 of 
people claim to 
have seen these 
photographs and fewer the 
film footage, All these 
people seemed suitably 
impressed; convinced of there 
authenicity and also amazed at 
the clarity, in many cases 
showing minute detail. 
Arrangements were made for a 
responsible gi'oup to examine 
the pictures at Mr 
Strong’s home. However, 
literally, all came to 
nothing, the door being 
slammed into their faces. Such 
conduct may well suggest that 
the material in question would 
not stand upto scientific 
scrutiny. 

The only known photograph 
that shows any definition is 
that taken by Gordon 
Paulkener, which is that of a 
typical domed disc. 
Unfortunately, this has been 
used so many times In books, 
newspapers and magazines, that 
it has become something of an 
eyesore! Yet, even this 
picture lacks any background 
information, ie, trees, 
buildings etc, and it Is shot 
against a dull greyish sky 
making it’s scientific value 
almost nil. Sadly, this is the 
same as most other UFO photos. 
Very few, if any, could be 
vouched a s genuine that 
originated from Warminster. 

It is no suprise that the 
photographs generate 


Controversy and they are 
central to a discrepancy in the 
Warminster Mystery. Even given 
that one cannot believe all one 
reads, a minor error such as 
the following does cast doubts 
on larger issues. The mater 
referred to, is a passage in 
the Warminster Mystery <p,176), 
where it ’'talks” about attempts 
to photograph UFOs, only 
resulting in two negatives and 
prints with the impressions of 
strange images apon them. 

On one a series of triangular 
shapes and on the other "stone 
columns or pillers" were 
visible. It is clearly stated 
that both the negatives and 
distroyed previously. But for 
some reason they managed to 
appear in the books E 

Preceeding page 161 in the 
Warminster Mystery, the 
triangular shapes can be seen 
and an even better print of 
this photograph appears, 
following page 60 in Warnings 
from Flying Fiends (Portway 
Press, 1966), It is true that 
the effect was only reproduced 
as explained half way down page 
176, but there was only one 
negative which produced the 
"pillars” and this sole 
negative and print was 
destroyed, according to what we 
are told. How the pillar 
photograph comes to appear in 
the book (p. 189) is therefore 
a mystery. Therefore, we have 
a relatively simple matter: 
either the negatives and prints 
were destroyed, or they were 
not. Mr Shuttlewood claims that 
they were, despite their 
appearance in two books! If 
there are inaccuracies and/or 
untruths at this level, doubts 
must be cast on other material. 

There have been very few 
recent Warminster UFO photos. 
For instance, a small item 
appeared in the erstwhile Magic 
Saucer, under the heading of 
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WaririLnster News(4), Written by 
Arthur Shuttlewood, it 
concerned a. farmer who took 
some photographs of a pri^e 
cow, which, when developed^ 
were said to exihibit in three 
cases, two perfect UFO type 
discs in the sky. These 
pictures were aquired for 
analysis by competent parties, 
who discovered that the "UFOs” 
were, in fact, photographic 
flaws caused by dust, 
Shuttlewood was informed of 
the results. But too late, 
however, to prevent him from 
sending them to a national 
Daily paper and having them 
returned with the same 
comments. He reacted by 
stating that he was giving up 
LIFO research.

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UFO DETECTION; A THING OF THE PAST? 
Mike Wootten 


I was recently reading 
through some old BUFORA 
Journals. In fact they were 
the original first volume. 
Thinking whether they were 
worth taking down to 'Antiques 
Roadshow* to have them valued, 
I realised the amount of 
articles and correspondance on 
EH radiation emitted from UFOs 
and the theoretical use of 
detection equipement. 

In fact some articles went 
on to say exactly how it 
wou1d be done. These ideas 
and actual attempts to detect 
transient aerial phenomena 
were pioneering and 
potentially exciting. Rather 
the same as wc are today, 
deploying the use of computer 
technology to aid and 
hopefully accelerate research 


projects. 

As these ideas became more 
popular it became fashionable 
to own ones very own detector. 
I must admit I did, in fact, 
own a UFO detector. A Malcolm 
Jay Skywatch UFO Detector MK 3 
tobepercise. At a cost of 
nine pounds, 1 had saved all of 
my pocket money for weeks! I 
can remember many a false 
alarm. The house would be sent 
into a frenzy, with the whole 
family dashing to the windows 
to find nothing but the 
detector on the floor and the 
cat sitting on the table where 
my once proud detector had been 
placed! 

Today, amateur UFO detection 
has taken a back seat, if it 
even exists at all. More 
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elaborate equipment is used to 
detect aerial phenomena. 
Project Hessdalen personel 
use Spectrum analysers, 
Magetometers and radar 
amoungst other equipmnent. 
Some of the results are very 
interesting. 

Magnetometer readings showed 
correlations between changes 
in magetic field variations 
and the activity of the 
phenomena. The firing of 
lasers at the phenomenon 
produced definite responses, 
which are very interesting 
indeed (1). 

The main reason for the 
writing of this article is 
that I am rather interested in 


your experiences with UFO 
detectors. Have you had any 
positive results from such 
devices? Do you still use them? 
Or have you had any amusing 
anecdotes associated with UFO 
detectors? Please write to me 
at the editorial address given 
on page 6 and I shall publish 
your responses in a future 
Bulletin.

Freperation is underway for 
yet another International 
Congress and I would not 
disguise my ambition that this 
should be the best yet* 

I have been directly 
involved in the running of 
conferences of this sort since 
1976 when BUFORA, in 
conjuction with the Birmingham 
group UFOSIS, ran a National 
Conference* This was not the 
first conference either, but I 
have certainly felt that they 
have all been progrssively 
better on each occasion. 

The first National 
Conference was at Stoke on 
Trent, over the 10th - 11th 
May 

1975, By August 1979, the 
First International Congress 
was run - notice subtle change 
to the word Congress, 1 blame 
Lionel Beer for that, although 
in checking the dictionary I 
find I prefer ^A meeting of 
diplomatsj the act of meeting 
together' as opposed to ’The 
act of conferring’. 

Whatever you want to call 
it, I feel very strongly that 
it is imperative we create an 
International Forum or social 
market place whereby an 
exchange of dialogue can take 
place. 

The one thing that has 
always upset me is the 
fragmentation of effort 
coupled with a realisation 
that is in the nature of 
things for there to be inter¬ 
group rivalries and self 
interest* I learnt this lesson 
in 1977 when efforts to unify 


the various interest groups 
were openly 'torpedoed' and at 
a time when UFO reports were 
pouring in, attitudes became 
polarised. 

The one oasis, despite the 
rights and wrongs of what was 
happening was the oppotunity to 
come together, exchange views 
and find out what was 
happening. I find it 

particularly fitting that 
whereas every country probably 
has similar problems amoungst 
it's UFO groups, the oppotunity 
for dialogue should be spread 
over a wide interational field, 

CONGRESS ’87 promises to be a 
vey exciting event. Coming a 
staggering four years after the 
last Congress at Lane End* It 
is really too long to go and 
yet BUFORA has born quite a 
burden in the staging of these 
events, using very limited 
limited and precious resources 
in time, money and manpower. 

This year there is a change 
in strategy and BUFORA, 
although a sponsor, has handed 
the organising to an outside 
company which has acted as a 
funding broker as well, raising 
funds from six different 
sources. This allows the burden 
of responsability to be shared 
and emphasises the desire for a 
non partisan approach to 
creating the event.

THE WORLD’S GREATEST UFO 
MYSTERIES 

Nigel Blundell and Roger Boar 

Octopus books, London, 1984* 
Paperback, 192pp, @ £1,99* 

One Hundred and ninety^two 
pages of junk reading! This 
ill disguised attempt to 
exploit the UFO myth deserves 
your inattention; it gathers 
together what the authors (not 
to me) evidently think are the 
most mind boggling rumours 
about, not only UFOs, but the 
Burmuda Triangle, the Tunguska 
explosion, Spring^heeled Jack, 
missing persons (even a 
missing village), falls of 
animals and the Nasca lines. 
The cover blurb samples its 
contents as follows:- 

’Devon Housewife Kidnapped 
by Aliens / Salesman travels 
Back in Time / The Green 
Suited Superman / UFO Beam 
Paralysed Patient / Aliens 
Spotted Over Russia / UFOs 
Terrorise Australian Town' 

In fact, the book is useless 
as a source of reference; it 
contains no criticism and no 
data that would enable one to 
check its wild claims* There 
arc no references and there is 
no index. The authors 
knowledge of UFO reports 
appears to be limited to what 
they have gleaned from the 
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popular j ournals and some 
newspaper accounts * The account 
of the livingston incident 
bears little relation to the 
facts, and appears to have been 
rearranged for maximum 
sensation. 

There are nine 'UFO 
photographs', all seeming 
fakes, and one may wonder what 
pictures of Buzz Aldrin 
standing on the moon, Francis 
Chichester in his yacht, 
Concorde, Glastonbury Tor and 
bomb-torn Hiroshima are doing 
in this book! I wounder what it 
is doing on my bookshelf.

PRE 1947 UFO BULLETIN NUMBER 47

In 1946 people throughout 
Sweden began seeing mystery 
rockets in the sky. Soine 
people thought such 
obsevations were caused by 
mis"identifications of meteors 
or similar natural phenomena. 

However, the increasing number 
of sightings and the fear that 
the Russians were testing some 
kind of new missile, meant 
that the Swedish authorities 
were forced to establish a 
commitee to investigate the 
validity of this hypothesis. 

In his article, 'The Ghost 
Rockets of Sweden' (Official 
UFO, October 1976, PP61), Don 
Berliner noted that; 'Within 
the Defence Staff, al reports 
regarding this matter were 
summerised and forvared to the 
Air Administration and Air 
Defence Sections. Personnel 
were sent out both from the 
Defence Staff and Air 
Administration sections to 
evaluate. In addition the 
Defence Staff directed special 
investigations by military 
units upon receipt of impact 
reports. Liaison with civilian 
authorities -including the 
Custom Authorities- and the 
lotta Kar, as well as the 
Stockholm Observatory, was 
established.

.send reports of their 
observations to the Defence 
Staff . 

Along with other national 
defence agencies, British 
Intelligence took an interest 
in the ghostrocket mystery, in 
particular they were 
interested in what had been 
termed the ’Swedish Lake Hjosa 
Case'. From the following 
report on the incident it can 
be seen that this sighting, 
like many others at that time, 


fits the 'Russian secret weapon 
Hypothesis'; '...on 18th July 
1946, at Lake Mjosa, near 
Feiring, when two missiles were 
seen to fall into the Lake with 
a splash which rose to a height 
of several metres. Witnesses 
who saw the missiles from a 
distance of 50 yards state; a), 
the missiles bearly cleared the 
woods; b). they were similar to 
pictures of the German flying 
bomb; c). the length was 
approximately eight feet and 
wing span 6.5 feet; d). wings 
were set aproximately 3 feet 
from the nose; e). a fluttering 
suggested the wings were made 
of fabric, f). wings and centre 
section of fuselage were black, 
nose and tail were silver; g). 
there seemed to be a kind of 
steering apperatus towards the 
tail; h). there was no flame; 
i). noise resembled a srrong 
whistle or sough; j). no 
explosion when they hit the 
water; k). the two missiles 
were flying fairly close 
together. This report describes 
a winged object in such detail 
that it can scarcely be put 
down to imagination'. 

It is intriguing to note that 
these ghost rockets were 
rumoured to have caused aerial 
blasts and were blamed for 
burning down a lumber mill, a 
few barns and even a hen house. 

A frustrating factor for 
those seeking physical 
evidence was that the ghost 
rockets either plunged into a 
lake where it was impossible to 
dredge anything u, or they 
exploded leaving nothing but 
eslag and coal 1 ike sub stances. 
To explain these bizarre 
remains, 'The Swedes had the 
Idea that an unusual explosive 
was being used in an extremely 
efficient self-distruet system 
which fragmented the ghost 
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rocket into particles as small 
as dust', according to Loren E 
Gross in his book, 'The 
Mystery of Ghost Rockets' 
(privately published, 

California, USA 1974, second 
edition 1982). 

As Loren Gross explains in 
his excellent book, the ghost 
rockets vere tracked on radar, 
photographed, left traces, and 
were seen by trained witnesses 
and extensive investigations 
were made into their possible 
origin, yet in the end, 
authorities such as the 

British Air Ministry had to 
admit that; 'Insufficient 
facts are as yet available to 
permit any definite conclusion 
to be reached at this stage. 
Yet it is difficult to believe 
that all, or even the 

majority, of such observations 
as those given above are 
imaginary, and it must be 
accepted that at least on two 
days 9th July and 11th August 
1946, something was seen by 
200 - 300 observers on each 
day, It is difficult to 
aacount for all these 
Incidents as natural events, 
especially as many were seen 
in daylight.

In the beginning of January, 
a very interesting news story 
was released by UPI (press 
agency), concerning an 
investigation that was 
currently being undertaken by 
the United States Federal 
Aviation Authority in relation 
to a UFO sighting by a 
Japanese Airlines crew. 

Even the prestigious 
heavyweight of Fleet Street* 
The Times carried a lengthy 
column on 6th January, 
highlighting the . FAA 
investigation. The Sunday 
Mirror also carried the story, 
even investing in an artist 
impression of a cigar shaped 
’craft’ with many lights 
illuminating the periphery of 
the object, Martin Brunt, 
reporter for the Sunday Mirror 
also related this latest 
sighting with the infamous 
’Prince Charles Incident" that 
occurred when His Royal 
Highness was returning from 
the United States by Koyal 
Flight, The crew reported a 
very bright red object that 
appeared to follow the 
aeroplane. BUFORA was able to 
identify the object as a 
brilliant fireball meteor that 
was tracked from Northern 
Ireland to‘ the Midlands. Of 
course Mr Brunt is well aware 
of or findings in relation to 
this specific case, but he 
still chooses to perpetuate a 
mystery. 

To the Japanese Air 1ines 
incident itself. On the 17th 
November 1986, Captain Kenju 
Teranchi, his co-pilot and 
engineer saw a very large 
'Walnut shaped object' the 
size of two aircraft carriers. 
The flight was a routine cargo 
route from Iceland to 
Anchorage, Alaska, which takes 


the Boeing 747 aircraft 
directly over the North Pole. 

The captain reported to US 
air traffic control that an 
unknown object was ’following’ 
his aircraft. ATC confirmed 
that the object was also on 
radar. Captain Terauchi was 
ordered to drop 4000 feet and 
make turns, but, the object 
still stayed and came within 
five miles of the aircraft. At 
one stage the object appeared 
directly infront of the cockpit 
with what appeared to be two 
smaller objects as outriders. 

According to the ground 
flight controller who was 
directing the jet said that the 
object followed the cargo plane 
for 32 minutes and for a 
distance of 400 miles. 

Captain Terauchi, a veteran 
pilot with 29 years experience, 
told FAA officials that he, 
'"Could not explain the event” 
and that he had seen, 
"’Something of extra-terrestrial 
origin of a more advanced 
technology'’. He went on to say 
that he was amazed at the speed 
of the abject and how it could 
suddenly stop. 

An interesting twist to the 
story is that Captain Terauchi 
has become a 'repeater 
witness’. He has reported a 
second incident over the North 
Pole, which involved a glowing 
ball of amber light that was 
not tracked on radar. 

We will hopefully receive 
more detailes in due course. 
The Mutual .UFO Network are 
currently looking into this 
potentially interesting case, a 
case that even got The Times to 
report the incident. Thanks go 
to Martin Brunt for background.

view as it went beyond the 
terrace of ajoining bouses. The 
total observation lasted for a 
total of less than twenty 
seconds. 

DC has an art background and 
is visually skilled, but is 
techically competant as well. 
He related the event in an 
intelligent and articulate 
manner and has a healthily 
sceptical attitude to UFOs. 

As this case occurred in 
London and especially in west 
London (near to Heathrow) it 
would be very easy to coclude 
that the object that was 
reported was an aircraft of 
some kind, reflecting sunlight. 
But the witnesses are adamant 
that they did not observe an 
aircraft. There is some 
possibility that a subjective 
stimulus was involved, that 
could alter the witnesses 
perception.
